The rebels m ade th e assault at IO 
o’clock, entering the outskirts from 
the northwest, and firing as they en 
tered, using rifles and one cannon. 
The few hundred men in Juarez as 
defenders fired but a few shots from 
points of vantage and then were or­ 
dered by their officers to cease. The 
Mexican consul at El Paso, FL C. Flor- 
ente, afterw ard said that the officers 
decided not to m ake a resistance to 
avoid com plications with the United 
States. 
United States troops patrolled the 
border at the 
tim e the 
atta< k was 
made. apparenty ready to enter .Blares 
if El Paso should lie endangered 
As the rebels m arched into Juarez 
they found all the houses closed. Only 
one man. C aptain Romero, of the de 
fenders, was wounded, and he acci­ 
dentally. 
AU night th# rebels spent in camp 
outside of Juarez a fte r moving around 
from the south to the northw est They 
attacked 
from 
the 
northwest, 
par­ 
tially using the banks of an irrigation 
ditch for protection. T he fire was di­ 
rected so that bullets of the defender* 
and assailants did not fall on Ameri­ 
can soil.

The rebels advanced in considerable 
order and appeared to be under per 
feet control of their officers.
